THE PRODUCER'S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: 


It is always exciting to speak of a new play. The anticipation of presenting a play 
which may become Broadway’s biggest hit in the fall, and the concern. over audience 
reaction and the making of just the proper changes to guarantee success to the play 
furnish a high point to any summer season. The enthusiasm which surrounds a try-out 
seems to infect both staff and audience at each theatre it plays—much to the benefit 
and enjoyment of both. 


Next week we shall have the opportunity to view a new, Broadway bound comedy 
when “Jack Be Nimble” opens at the Cape Playhouse. Thé«play’s' author, Pamela Her- 
bert Chais, is the daughter of the late master of comedy writing, F. Hugh Herbert; and 
its stars will be Betsy Palmer and Donald Madden. H. C. Potter, who with Richard 
Myers and Leland Hayward will produce the show for Broadway, will direct, and the 
supporting cast will include Kenneth Mars, Lee Lawson, Rachel Taylor, Peter Falzone, 
and Jean Bruno. 


“Jack Be Nimble” deals with an oft-married but otherwise unorthodox playboy 
whose marital and financial misadventures bring him to the home of his first wife to 
seek shelter for himself, his third wife, their baby, the precocious son of his second 
marriage, and a huge great Dane. The combination of unusual characters and wildly 
humorous situations which follow the arrival of this menage make “Jack Be Nimble” 
one of the most promising try outs of recent summers. 

Our star, Betsy Palmer, returns after much too long an absence. In two previous 
visits to our stage, she has proved to be the strongest attraction in our forty year his- 
tory. So popular was the charming star of “I’ve Got a»Secret” and numerous other 
television shows and motion pictures, an extra matinee performance—the first in Play- 
house history—had to be scheduled to accommodate the demand for:tickets for “Roar 
Like A Dove”. . 

The set for “Jack Be Nimble” is being designed by both Helen Pond and Herbert 
Senn of the Playhouse staff, who designed Miss Palmer’s previous Broadway effort, 
“Roar Like A Dove”, as well as “What Makes Sammy. Run?”, and both the off-Broadway 
revival and London production of “The Boys From, Syracuse”.
